One man was crushed to death be- 
tween two freight cars and two others 
had narrow escapes from being ground 
to pieces under the steel wheels of a 
freight car in the Chicago & North- 
western railroad yards, Waukegan, at 
10:40 Monday morning. 

The dead man: Herbert Russell- 
Conductor paper train. The two men 
who had a narrow escape from death: 
Andrew Herberger— Repair man, Enoc 
Mosonick— Herberger's assistant. 

Conductor Russell and the two car 
repair men were engaged in chaining 
two freight cars together when the ac- 
cident occurred. The draw bar on one 
of the freight cars had pulled out, 
thus necessitating the use of the chain. 

Russell was standing between* the 
two cars adjusting a coupling pin when 
a switch engine bunted the train at the 
rear. Before Russell had an opportun' 
ity to step to one side he was caught 
between the two cars. His body was 
crushed about the abdoman. 

An ambulance was summoned and 
was driven at a high ratd of speed to 
the Jane McAlister hospital where Rus- 
sell (led in ten minutes. 

Herbenger was working under one 
of the cars when the switch engine 
coupled onto the car at the rear of the 
train. His escape from death ia looked 
upon as a miracle by witnesses. 

Conductor Russell has thousands of 
friends In the city. He has been em- 
ployed bv the Northwestern for over 
twenty years. Of recent date he has 
ofilciated as conductor of the paper 
train, which reaches Waukegan from 
Chicago at 3:3'1 a. m. 

He was returning from Milwaukee, 
to Chicago with a light freight train 
when the accident occurred. The draw 
bar pulled out of the freight car when 
the train reached Waukegan. 

Russell was post 45 years of age and 
was a resident of Chicago.

,A report reached Libertyville Wed- 
ndsday afternoon that the track had 
been sold to Mr. MacKenzie. 

Mrs. Marsh claims her husband has 
not sold the trach. but when asked if 
negotiations were in progress began to 
be excused from answing and referred 
the reporter to her husband. 

Otto Hanson of Milwaukee who holds 
on interest in the track,, was located, 
oyer the long distance telephone and 
and said no legal transfer had yet been 
made. 

No transfer has been filed in the 
ofilcfl of the recorder of deeds, but it is 
reported that an abstract of tittle on 
the property was recently made. 

The Libertyville track is recognized 
by horsemen as one of the fastest 
tracks In America. The track was 
built for the- Chicago & Mily/aukee 
Electric-Railroad years ago, and was. 
lately purchased by Mr. March and 
others when the railroad was thrown 
into the hands of a receiver. 

Should MacKenzie gain control of the 
property within a few weeks it is be- 
lieved that an effort will, be made to 
stage a number of races at the track in 
August :

That the butter produced in the Elgin 
dairy district during the year of 19U 
was valued at more thian fifteen million 
dollars is a, statement contained in the 
annual report of the Elgin board of 
trade, issued Monday. * * 

The average price of butter during 
1911, however, was three cents less 
than in 1910, and despite ;the fact that 
the Elgin district produced two millions . 
more pounds in 1911, the product was 
valued a million dollars less than the 
output in 1910. 

The totai output of the district in 
1910 was 54,185,009 pounds and last year 
the output reached 56,954,006 pounds. 
The average price of butter in 19IL 
26.56 cents and, in, 1910, 29.08 cents. 
At these average prices the value of 
the butter produced in 1910 was $16,- 
147,132.68 and last years output' was 
valued at $15,100,583,35, , . 

The highest price butter reached In 
19U was 36 cents per pound. Thla^waa 
touched December 4, 23 and 30. 'The 
lowest pnce was 21 cents, which was 
reached April 3, 10 and 17, and May 15 
and 22. In 1910 the highest price reach- 
ed was 36 cents, Januaty 3, 10 and, if.

NIAGARA GIVES UP ITS DEAD 



Seventeen Bodies Found. Who Were 

Victims of Dock Crash at 

Eagle Park. 

■ Buffalo, N. Y., Juno 26.— Every hour 
Monday added to tho toll of dead In 
Sunday night's accident at Eagle park, 
Grand Island, when fifty feet of an ex- 
cursion dock collapsed and dropped 
,100 persons Into the Niagara river. 

Up to nightfall seventeen bodies had 
"been recovered and Identified, and 
there was a list of eleven more who 
were known to have been at tho park 
and had not yet been accounted for. 

The identified dead are: 

Mrs. Arthur Mayor, Mrs. John Hayes, 
Mrs. Llllle Kellogg, Cella Kelly, nine 
years old; Mrs. Agnes S. Gallagher, 
Miss Catherine Wolff.

Greatest Battle in History of American Politics Results in 

Victory for President— Wins on First Ballot with 

561 Votes— Roosevelt Men Refuse to Vote.

Chicago, June 24. — Those aro tho 
Btandard-hearors selected by- tho Re-, 
publican national convention to lead 
the presidential campaign of 1912. 

After five days and nights of tho 
bitterest fighting In the history of 
American polttlca, In which the great- 
est masters of political strategy In 
the ranks of tho party wero pitted 
against each other nnd every trick 
and maneuver known to the game 
were resorted to In an endeavor to 
■wrest a victory from their opponents, 
It nil ended In the choice of the men 
who led the party In tho last na- 
tional campaign and who are now oc- 
cupying tho highest olllces In the land 
as tho choice of a majority of the 
American people, to go before the 
public as candidates for a second 
term. 

Taft's Name Presented, 

President Taft'a name was pre- 
sented to tho convention by Harding 
of Ohio, and tho nomination was eec- 
onded by John Wanamakcr of Phila- 
delphia and Nicholas Murray Butler 
of New York. 

X-aFollette v/as the only other can- 
didate presented to tho convention, 
Colonel RooBOvel. early In tho after- 
noon expressing the desire that his 
name bo not presented in the conven- 
tion, and asking his friends to re- 
frain from voting in tho convention. 

Tho convention sat In comparative 
quiet through tho nominating 
speeches. Tho vigorous efforts of en- 
thusiasts to start demonstrations for 
their favorites met with only mod- 
erate success. The galleries were 
shouted out and the delegates were 
tired and wanted to got home, Tho 
result was foregone. 

Cheering ts Started. 
When the roll call started with Ala- 
bama and It threw Us strength to 
Taft a burst of cheering started. It 
was settled that the Taft forces would 
stand firm, Just as they bad stood 
from tho time they selected Senator 
Root as temporary chairman through 
tho bitter days of tho convention un. 
der the assaults of tho Roosevelt 
forces, t Tho Taft forces had all their 
old strength and a few band wagon 
. climbers made It oven larger. 

Pandemonium broke loose when the 
result was announced, Tho galleries 
rocked back ami forth as If they 
would swell over nnd engulf the dele- 
gates on the floor. Tho band went 
through the motions of playing, but 
no one could he • it Finally It sub- 
sided and tho thousands started to 
crowd but of the building. 

The calling c ' tho roll was filled 
with exciting Incidents. 

Vice-President Next 
After the tumult that followed the 
nomination of Taft had worn itself 
out, Chairman Root announced that 
nominations for vice-president were 
In order. J. V. Olcott of New York 
was recognized and In a short speech 
presented the name of Jatnes S. Sher- 
man to Bucceed, himself. The nomin- 
ation was seconded by representa- 
tives from several statee. 

Boles Penrose' name was next pre- 
sented by' a delegate from Pennsyl- 
vania, but received no second, nor;dld 
Penrose receive any yotSK.

There was an outburst of cheering 
when tho total noosovelt strength 
was announced as 343, the number of 
delegates not voting, but a greater 
outburst followed tho announcement 
of 606 votes yea, Tho nays wore 53, 
and 16 wero ahsont. 

No Nomination for Cummins. 

Immediately Chairman Root an- 
nounced a call of tho roll of tho states 
for nominations. Alabama wan passed. 
Arizona was silent. Down tho list 
silence followed tho calling of each 
state until Ohio was reached. A cheer 
greeted tho state nnd Warren 0. Hard- 
ing aroso to place Presldont Taft In 
nomination. 

Then It was discovered Iowa had 
forgotten to nominate Cummins, and 
Root ordered that the stato be called 
again. Silonco greeted the second call, 
for the lownns had decided not to 
nomlnato Cummins, but to vote for 
him. 

Then Ohio was called again, and 
Harding took tho platform, gfjotcd by 
scattered cheers, to nomlnato Taft, 
Day of Battle. 

Friday was a day of excitement and 
constant fighting between ahe Taft 
and noosovelt forces on tho floor of 
tho Republican convention. A partial 
report from tho committee on creden- 
tials was the causo of tho sanguinary 
conflict. 

During tho day four roll calls wero 
taken which furnished some little 
gleam of hope for both sides. On one 
ballot tho Taft men polled tho highest 
vote yet recorded for them, 605. A 
llttlo later whatever significance 
might have been attached to that vote 
was somewhat discounted when tho 
noosovelt adherents mustered a 
strength of 629, which was tho high 
mark so far for tho colonel's side. 

The Roll Calls. 

Tho roll calls wero occasioned by 
majority and minority reports from 
tho credentials committee on the seat- 
ing of contested delegates In the Ninth 
Alabama district. Tho roll call was 
on a motion to table Governor Had- 
ley's resolution that contested dele- 
gates bo not allowed to vote on the 
reports. This carried by a vote of 669 
to 499—10 not voting. 

A motion made at once following, to 
substitute the minority report seating 
the Roosevelt men, as against the ma- 
jority's steam roller candidates was 
lost by a vote of 464 to 605. In the 
second vote eight Idaho and twenty- 
five ■Wisconsin votes went with the 
Taft men. These states explained 
that as members of their delegations, 
were on the credentials committee 
they doalred to support that commit- 
teo. Thoy denied they had bolted to 
the Taft side on any other Issue. 

Tho third ballot was on the Arizona 
contest case. Tho result was 664 to 
497. 

The fourth vote was on the Califor- 
nia case. This resulted 642 to 529, 
tho highest voto yet mustered by the 
RooFCvelt men.

"It is fitting that a convention born 
In theft should go out In thoft, be- 
cause I understand when half of the 
Massachusetts delegation refused to 
vote the temporary chairman, follow- 
ing in tho footsteps of the national 
committee, saw an opportunity to get 
two delegates that had. not been got 
and seized, so that a stolen conven- 
tion should end appropriately." 
To Elect Dalegatcs. 
Within a month It is expected dole- 
gates will be elected by every state 
to the progressive convention.

Monday Passed Informally, 
There was no formal^moetlng of tho

Saturday night. Senator Josoph M.

The speakers* stand Is well 
toward tho middle of the auditorium,' 
directly opposite the mdln entrance, 
midway between the ends of the hall 
and a little inbro than one-third the 
distance from the rear wall.

RECALL STRONGLY OPPOSED 



Changes In Anti-Trust Laws Framed^ 
Protective Tariff Approved and Mod- 
Ifloatloni Suageated — Lauds Pres- 
ent and Past Administrations. 



Chicago.— Tho following la tho plat- 
form adopted by tho Republican na* 
tlonal couvoutiou on Saturday aXtor- 
noon: 

"The Republican party, assembled by 
Its representatives In national conven- 
tion, declares Its unchaiiglns faltb In 
gOTommont of tho people, by tho peo- 
ple, for the people. We renew our al- 
legiance to the principles of tho Re- 
publican institutions cstabllsbcd by 
the fathers. 

"Wo believe In our self-controlled 
roprcacntatlvo democracy which ts a 
Bovornmeut of laws, not of men, and 
In which order la the prcrequlslto of 
progress. Tho Republican party will 
Btrlvo, not only In tho nation, but In 
the several states, to enact tho nec- 
essary legislation to safeguard tho 
public health; to limit effectively the 
labor of women and children and to 
protect wagc-carncra engaged In dan- 
gerous occupations; to enact compre- 
hensive and generous workman's com- 
pensation laws In place of tho present 
wasteful imd unjust system of employ- 
ors' liability; and In all poaalblo ways 
to satisfy the Just demand of the 
people for the study and solution of 
tho complex' and constantly changing 
problems of social welfare. 

"The Republican party roafflrms Its 
Intention to uphold at all times tho 
authority and Integrity of tho courts, 
both state and federal, ond It will ever 
Insist that their powers to enforce 
their process and protect life, liberty 
and property shall be preserved In- 
violate. 

"That tho'courts, both federal and 
state, may bear the heavy burden laid 
upon them to the complete satisfac- 
tion of public opinion we favor legis- 
lation to prevent long delays and the 
tedious and costly appeals which have 
80 often amounted to a denial of Jus- 
tice In civil coses and to a fatluro to 
protect the public at large in criminal 
cases. 

"Since tho responsibility o( tho ju- 
diciary Is so great, the standards of 
Judicial acUon must be always and 
everywhere above suspicion and re- 
proach. While we regard tho recall 
of Judges OS unnecessary and unwise, 
we favor such action as may be neces- 
sary to simplify the process by which 
any Judge who Is found to be derelict 
In his duty may be removed from of- 
flve. 

'Together with peaceful and order- 
ly development at home, tho Republi- 
can party earnestly favors all meas- 
ures for tho establishment and pro- 
tection of the peace of tho world, and 
for the development of closer relations 
between the various nations of tho 
earth. 

"It believes most earnestly In the 
peaceful settlement of International 
disputes and In the reference of all 
Ju9tlclal^le< controversies between na- 
tions to an International court of Jus- 
tice. 

"Tho RepubUcan party favors the 
enactment of legislation supplement- 
ary to the existing antl*trust act, 
which will dcllno as criminal offenses 
thoao Bpcclflc acts that uniformly 
mark attempts to restrain and to 
monopolize trade, to the ond that 
thoso who honestly Intend to obey tho 
law may have, a guide for their ac- 
tion and that those who aim to vio- 
late tho law may the more surely bo 
punlihod. 

"In the enforcement and adminis- 
tration of federal laws governing In- 
terstate commereo and enterprises 
Impressed with a public use engaged 
therein, there Is' much that may bo 
committed to a federal .trade commis- 
sion, thus placing In the hands of an 
administrative aboard many of the 
functions now necessarily exercised 
by the courts. 

"Wo reaffirm our belief In a protec- 
tive tariff. The protective tariff la so 
woven Into the fabric of our Industrial 
and agricultural life that to substitute 
for It a tariff for revenue only would 
destroy many Industries and throw 
millions of our people but of employ- 
ment. The products of the farms and 
of the mine should receive the same 
measure of protection as other prod- 
ucts of American labor.. 

"Wo hold that tho Import duties 
should bo high enough while yielding 
a Bufllclent rovenuo to protect ade- 
quately American : industries and 
wages. Some, of the existing Import 
duties are too' high and should be re- 
ducodl Readjustment should be made 
from time to time to conform to chang- 
ing conditions and to reduce excessive 
rates, but without Injury to any Amer- 
ican Industry, To accomplish this cor- 
roct Information la Indlapensable..- This 
IntoRnation can best be obtained by 
an' expert commission, as the large 
volume of useful facts contained In 
tho recent reports of the tarlH board 
has demonstrated. 

"The pronounced feature of modern 
industrial life Is Its onough 'dlverstfl- 
cation; To apply taxiti rates Jgetly to 
these changing cbndltlotlB requires 
closer study and more iioleptlfic moth* 
ods thanever before. , The Republican 
party has shown by its creation of a 
tariff .board, ita recognition of this sit- 
uation, /and Ita determination to bo 



equal to IL Wo condemn tho Demo 
croUo party for lU failure either to 
provide funds for tho continuance of 
this board or to malte some other pro- 
vision for securing tlio Information 
requisite for Intolllgont tariff legisla- 
tion, We protest against tho Demo- 
cratic method of legislating on thoaa 
Tltally important subjects without 
careful InvoBtlBntlon. 

"Wo condemn tho Democratic tariff 
bills passed by the house of ropro- 
Bontatlves of the sixty-second congress 
as sectional, as Injurious to tho public 
credit and as deatructlvo of bualncsa 
ontorprlso. 

"Tho Republican party will support 
a prompt scientific Inquiry Into the 
causes which are operative, both In 
tho United States and elsowhoro, to In- 
croaso tliq^cost of Jiving. When tho 
oiact facts are known. It will tako 
tho necessary steps to remove any 
abuses that may bo found to exist, In 
order that tho cost of the food, cloth- 
ing and shelter of tho people may In 
no way be unduly or artificially In- 
creased. 

"Our banking arrangements today 
need further revision to meet tho re- 
quirements of now conditions. Wc 
need menaurea which will prevent tho 
recurrence of money panics and finan- 
cial disturbances and which will pro- 
mote the prosperity of business .and 
the wolfaro of labor by producing con- 
stant employment. We need better 
currency facilities for tho movement 
of crops In the west and south. Wc 
need banking arrangcmenta under 
American ausplcca for the oncourngo- 
ment and bettor conduct of our for- 
eign trade. In attaining those ends 
tho Independence of individual banks, 
whether organized under national or 
state charters, must be carefully pro- 
tected and our banking and currency 
system must bo safeguarded from any 
poaalblllty of domination by sectional, 
flnanclal or political Interests. 

"Wo recommend and urge an au- 
thoritative Invcatlgatlon of agricul- 
tural credit societies and corporations 
in other countries and the passage of 
state and federal laws for the eatab- 
llshment and capnble^suporvlslon of 
organizations having for their purpose 
tho loaning of funds to farmers. 

"Wo reaffirm our adherence to the 
principle of appointment to public of- 
fice baaed on proved fitness and tenure 
during good behavior and efficiency. 
The Republican party stands commit- 
ted to the maintenance, extension and 
enforcement of the civil service law 
and It fa\'ors the passage of legisla- 
tion empowering the president to ex- 
tend tho competitive service so far as 
practicable. 

"We favor the' amendment of the 
federal liability law so as to extend Its 
provlalons to all government emijloyes 
as well to employ a more llberaracale 
of compensation for Injury and death. 
"We favor euch addlUonnl legislation 
aa may bo necessary more effectually 
to prohibit corporations from contrib- 
uting funds, directly or Indirectly, .to 
campaigns for the nomination or elec- 
tion of tho president, vice-president, 
senators and representatives In con- 
gress. 

^•We heartily approve the recent act 
of congress requiring the fulleat pub- 
licity In regard to all campaign con- 
tributions, 

"Wo rejoice In the aucooss of tho 
distinctive Republican policy of con- 
servation of tho natural resources for 
their use by the public -without waste 
and, monopoly. Wo pledge ourselves 
to a continuance of such a policy. 
Parcels Post 

"In. the Interest of tho general pub- 
lic and particularly of the agricultu- 
ral or rural communltlea, we favor 
legislation looking to establishment, 
under proper regulations, of a parcels 
post, the postal rates to be graduated 
under a zone system In proportion to 
the length of tho carriage. 

"We approve the action taken by 
tho president and tho congress to se- 
cure with Russia as with other coun- 
tries a treaty that will recognize tho 
absolute rest of expatriation and that 
win prevent all discrimination of 
whatever kind between American cit- 
izens. 

"Wo believe. In the maintenance of 
an adequate navy for the national de- 
fense and we condemn the action of 
the Democratic house of repreaenta- 
tlves In refusing to authorize the con- 
struction of additional ships.

KEEPING BABIES IN HEALTH 



Success of Tent Scheme Last Sum- 
mer So Pronounced That It 
Will Bo Repeated. 

Alothors of little babies that suffered 
much from the Intense heat in tho 
early part ot July last summer will be 
interested In the success of the "baby 
tent" scheme adopted In some of the 
big cities. 

The tents are placed on flat roofs of 
tall buildings and In open lots, with 
eight little cradles or cots In each 
tent When all was ready mothers 
of babies under two years were Invited 
to leave them at the nearest available 
tent over night, so that the young- 
sters, in addition to enjoying the privi- 
lege of sleeping out of doors, could 
also receive the attention of trained 
nurses and doctors free. 

Some of tho tents have a perforated 
Iron pipe 'extending along the ridge 
pole and connected with the city water 
supply. On v^xy hot nights the water 
woa turned on diid allowed to stream 
down over tho cdnvas. By evapora- 
tion It greatly redut^ed the tempera- 
ture Insldo tho tentB>.. Some of the 
tents were also kept cool .by tho use 
of largo blocks of Ice In tubs before 
tho entrance. Electric fans bfew the 
cold air from tho lo^ Into the 'tepta 
BufHclcntly to keep the babies comfort- 
ably cool. 

This Is tho way some of tho poor 
babies aro being cared for, hut the 
Idena could bo utilized by any one who 
had the welfare of the baby at heart
